“LEST WE FORGET” 

“Throughout Canada in each and every 
year, the eleventh day of November, being 
the day in the year one thousand nine 
hundred and eighteen on which the Great 
War was triumphantly concluded by an 
armistice, shall be a legal holiday, and 
shall be kept and observed as such under 
the name of Remembrance Day.” 

In this language the parliament of 
Canada at the last session terminated the 
dual celebration of Thanksgiving and the 
signing of the Armistice, and appointed 
the anniversary of the signing of the truce 
a statutory holiday in all future years, to 
be observed in the way broadly but 
gestively indicated in the term “Remem- 
brance Day.” 

Remembrance is of course first due to 
the men who left their homes and country 
and staked their lives in the defence of 
these and of social and political freedom. 
The 50,000 Canadian graves in France, 
the thousands of broken and crippled men 
who returned, many of them to die and 
some of whom still lie in the wards of 
our hospitals, the other thousands who 
returned in health and strength after hav- 
ing done their duty; to these the thoughts 
of their countrymen must first and always 
turn on this day of national remembrance. 

Thirteen years ago today, on a beauti- 

nny November afternoon, the streets 
monton resounded with the honking 
iorns and the cheering of rejoicing 
(pousands. The war had ended, and had 
ended right. There would be no more 
casualty lists. Our “boys” were safe, and 
would be coming home. Edmonton went 
frantic with relief, and pandemonium 
reigned far into the night. In the cities 
and towns and villages throughout the Do- 
minion there were similar outbursts of joy 
and thanksgiving. 

That also is worth remembering, when 
it is suggested that Canadians need to be 
taught the hardships of war, the menace 
of a militaristic spirit, and the urgency 
of doing what they can to promote peace 
among the nations. Canadians do not 
need lectures on these subjects. The gen- 
eration that lived through four years of 
agony, while the pick of its manhood held 
the trenches “over there,” know these 
things better than they can be told in 
words. They were seared into the souls 
of Canadian fathers and mothers, wives 
and sisters by experience, and will go with 
them to their graves. 

The unrestrained joy with which the 
people of Canada hailed the signing of the 
Armistice was the expression of their at- 
titude toward war in general and the 
Great War in particular. Canada gained 
nothing, and hoped to gain nothing, from 
that conflict; save death and wounds and 
debt, and the consciousness that it did its 
duty as a nation when civilization was in 
peril. The Dominion went into the war 
because the people of Canada were con- 
vinced that they could not stay out of it 
and maintain their self-respect. They 
fought with all the vigor and ské@l they 
could put into the effort. And when it 
ended they proclaimed their relief in dem- 
onstrations that no one could misunder- 
stand. They were tired and sick of the 
strife and bloodshed, as tired as the men 
in the trenches, and they said so openly 
and unashamed. War had no illusions for 


sug- 


them, und no attractions, and has none 
now. 
It is an almost completely disarmed 


Dominion that celebrates this thirteenth 
anniversary of the great struggle. No 
country on earth that has anything worth 
defending and the spirit to keep it has so 
little of fighting machinery on land and 
sea. Two torpedo boats and four sub- 
marines constitute our “navy’’, to protect 
a coast line as long as that of western 
Europe. A skeleton permanent force and 
militia units make up our land defences. 
In the midst of an armed world this Do- 
minion is living at the mercy of its neigh- 
bors, so far a8 armament goes. That is 
the all-sufficient comment on the need of 
preaching peace in Canada 

Canada has been given fair credit for 
the part it played in the war. It has not 
been given full credit for the lead it has 


given the world in disarmament. It is 
time that Canada's representatives at 
Geneva called attention to tha. fact. If 


ibe delegates who meet at Geneva in Feb- 
ruary look for an example of the minimum 
to which world armament can be reduced, 
they should look to Canada. If the other 
nations were proportionately as little arm-

have reached the limit to which it would 
be either safe or sane to abolish the means 
of national defence. 


EMPIRE MONEY 

A committee representing the Medera- 
tion of British Industries proposes the 
creation of a central Empire bank, to act 
as a clearing house for the central banks 
of all the British nations. <A second pro- 
posal is that a conference be called to try 
to work out a plan for the establishment 
of an Empire currency, which presumably 
would have a common value in Britain and 
Australia, South Africa and Canada, and 
all the other dominions and colonies. 

Such an arrangement would undoubt- 
edly help to facilitate the buying and sell- 
ing of commodities and build up trade 
within the Empire. The fact that all the 
units would be able to “talk a common 
language” in money matters would in it- 
self encourage trade. And the existence 
of the common medium would tend to 


avoid the difficulties now arising from 
fluctuations in the relative values of the 


pound, the dollar and the rupee. 

The Canadian shipper, for example, 
when he shipped a consignment of goods 
to Australian would know what he was go- 
ing to get for them in Empire currency, 
without having to resort to higher 
mathematics to work out the exchange, 
and cast the horoscope to find out wheth- 
er Australia or Canada would be on the 
gold standatd or off it when the goods 
reached their destination. Inter-dominion 
trade would be reduced to the simple terms 
of a transaction between a buyer in Al- 
berta and a seller in British Columbia or 
Nova Scotia. 

With most of the British nations off 
the gold standard, actually or both actu- 
ally and nominally, their individual cur- 
rencies are of both vague and varying 
values, in other dominions and in foreign 
countries. Something clearly is desirable 
that would give them the benefit of a sta- 
bilized currency as among themselves, and 
one that would carry in other countries 
the backing of the whole Empire.

A spastic contraction of the mus- 
cular fibres of the colon may com-| 
pletely close it temporarily, causing 
the failure of the enema. In spastic 
colitis such a spam or rigidity of 
the bowels is a frequent occurrence. | 
The cause of the contraction is some 
type of tenderness or inflamma‘ion| 
usually of a chronic type as found in 
colitis. The enema may be a failure 
or partially successful depend’ng on 
| the part of the bowel whore the con-| 
| traction occurs, Any such epastic 
contraction not only in‘erferes with 
the action of the enema, but is also 
a cause of cons‘ipation, as there is| 
| bound to be a delay in the passage of | 
| the colon’s contents at the point of the! 
| contraction. When such a condit’on 
exists, in place of the ordinary rhy h-| 
inic movements of the intest'nes, called 
| veristalsis, the movements are clutch- | 
| ing, griping, irregular, and may cause 
pain. 
| Adhesions always occur where there 
| is chronic inflammat’on and may bind 
| the bowels toge’her in such a way! 
that a normal movement is impossible. 
Prolapsus, kinks, and displacements 
also hamper the movement of the 
bowel muscles and obstruct the flow 
of water when the enema is used. A

Mike Rodden sports editor of the 
Toronto Globe and former coach of 
the Hamilton Tigers, supported the 
C.R.U. on that proposal, claiming 
that it would shorten the season in 
the Fast and enable the c'ubs to do 
better than usual financially. But 
I wonder if Redden realizes that 
Western teams are faced with sche- 
dules just as long and as strenuous 
as the Fastern clubs 


And surely the Western cham- 
pions, when they get as far as the 
East-West play-offs, are entitled to 
meet the Eastern title-holders and 
not just some team that has won 
the championship of one league. 

Before leaving the Canadian foot- 
ball subject, it might be said that 
should Roughriders win the Western 
title and Montreal win out in the 
-East, the final will probably resem- 
ble an American football game, for 
there will be forward passes flying 
all over the lot. Montreal's big 
threat is the former Syracuse star, 
Werren Stevens, while one of the 
big shots with Regina is Curtis 
&cha\e, former North Dakota acc, 


If that pair got tossing the pig- 
skin on eppesing teams—well, any- 
thing might happen, 

With the gridiron season coming 
to a close the opening of the hoc- 
key wars is crowding forward and 
puckchasing gossip is heard every- 
where. From yesterday's deve'op- 
ments, it appears that the suggested 
professional circuit will not mater- 
falize on the prairie, as Regina and 
Calgary men are not interested in 
the loop. 

Failure of this league to organize 
will leave plenty of pro ice perform- 
ers jobless for the winter—unless 
something entirely unexpected oc- 
curs, which does not seem likely. 

Some of the home'’ess may get lo- 
cated in the East where efforts are 
beirg made at the present time to 
keep the Ontario Pro League oper- 
ating this year 

If the efforts are successful, it 
wou'd aid the employment situation 
a lot among the hockey players, as 
the Canadian Pro circuit ts also 
likely to function in the East.
